For  some  time  we  have  reconnended  that  container  users,  stockpile  used 
containers  in  sufficient  numbers  to  assure  packages  to  handle  their 
1944  production.     Large  operators  have  undoubtedly  made  arranger ents 
for  containers  and  if  they  have  not  already  stocked  sufficient  containers 
to  meet  1944  needs  have  some  idea  how  additional  needs  are  to  be  met. 
The  small  operator  is  the  one  most  likely  to  feel  the  full  force  of  the 
squeeze  which  will  result  from  container  shortages.     They  should  be 
urged  to  : 

1.  Purchase  as  rapidly  as  possible  serviceable  used 
containers  of  the  types  preferred  for  their  particular  use. 

2.  Purchase  containers  which  may  be  converted  to  or  adapted 
to  their  particular  use  as  a  buffer  against  future  needs. 

Delay  may  be  disasterous.     The  old  saying,  "Beggars  can't  be  choosers" 
may  never  be  more  apropos  than  this  year  in  relation  to  containers. 
Some  useable  container  is  better  than  no  container  at  ail.     Dealers  are 
complaining  that  certain  types  of  containers  are  not  moving  out  of 
storage.     If  farm  stockpiles  are  created  now  by  purchasing  for  future 
use,  dealers  will  continue  to  accumulate  supplies  which  otherwise  may 
be  wasted.

Some  dissatisfaction  has  boen  expressed  by  receivers  of  carload  lots  of 
used  containers  shipped  by  various  dealers  within  the  Northeast  Region  because 
a  seemingly  high  percentage  of  the  containers  were  in  bad  condition  and 
definitely  not  reconditioned.  Me  are  not  sitting  in  judgment  of  these 
complaints,  however,  from  information  which  we  have  received,  wo  arc  of 
the  opinion  that  in  some  cases  at  least,  for  some  reason  or  other,  con- 
tainers have  been  shipped  back  to  users  which  wore  in  such  a  condition  as 
to  represent  practically  a  total  loss  to  the  buyer. 

This  appears  to  bo  an  opportune  time  for  used  container  dealers  and  fruit 
and  vogctablo  shippers  to  bring  about  some  improvements  which  are  desirable. 
Last  winter,  owing  rb 6  the  extreme  seller's  market,  many  packages  were  sold 
for  re-use  which  had  not  been  properly  rc-conditioned.     This  resulted  in 
inconvenionco  and  additional  oxpenso  to  the  grower  and  shipper  who  used 
them.    As  a  means  of  assurance  to  the  shipper  buying  used  containers,  arrange- 
ments wero  :madc  last  fall  for  inspection  service  to  be  available  on  a 
carlot  oasis  to  s Clippers  who  desired  it.    However,  as  a  result  of  the  short- 
age of  packages  and  the  strong  demand,  very  little  use  was  made  of  this 
service.    AS  an 'adjustment ,  it  would  seem  desirable  for  shippers  to' avail 
themselves  of  this  protective  service.     This  service  vo  uld  actually  protect 
both  the  buy*..r  and  the  s oiler  as  according  to  the  provisions  of  HPR-434,  the 
dealers'  price  for  used  containers  is  only  to  be  charged  in  cases  where  the 
packages  have  been  sortod  and  reconditioned.

"Growers  who  may  be  compelled  to  use  substitute  containers  should  not 
expect  to  find  adoquate  supplios  at  a  moment's  notice.     Dealers  in 
used  containers  arc  willing  to  cooperate  in  every  possible  way,  and  will 
make  overy  effort  to  provido  an  adequate  supply.     But  they  arc  unable, 
physically,  or  financially,  to  stock-pile  containers  for  which  there  is 
not  a  ready  outlet. 

"As  of  today,  the  idea  of  using  orange  boxes  for  peaches  and  apples 
may  soom  ludicrous,  but  it  may  appear  sound  in  July.     Built  with  a 
center  head,  these  boxes  are  sturdy  and  substantial.     Filled  only  to 
the  lovol  of  the  top  or  slightly  below,  they  stack  well  on  trucks  and 
may  bo  usod  without  covers.     In  certain  areas  they  have  boon  used  for 
local  distribution  of  peaches  and  apples  even  in  normal  times.

A  mooting  of  all  used  container  dealers,  both  large 
and  small,  who  are  operating  in  the  How  York  mcrkct, 
has  boon  called  for  Tuesday,  June  27,  1944  at  2:00 
P.M.,  in  Room  1001,  150  Broadway.     Problems  confront- 
ing the  Industry  will  bo  discussed  with  Government 
officials. 


A  meeting  of  a  group  of  used  container  dealers,  operating  in  tho  Few 
York  market  was  held  on  Friday,  Juno  9,  1944,  at  the  Pennsylvania  Hotel, 
New  York.    Representatives  of  the  Office  of  Price  Administration  and 
Far  Food  Administration  were  in  attendance. 

The  purposes  of  the  meeting  v/cro  to  discuss  the  various  problems  con- 
fronting the  industry  and  to  seek  to  establish  a  better  understanding 
among  the  dealers  so  that  they  can  work  together  and  do  a  more  efficient 
war  timo  job.     It  was  brought  out  at  the  meeting  that  recognized 
dealers  are  subjected  to  unfair  competition  by  peddlers  who  have  no 
established  place  of  business  and  who  are  not  registered  with  the  OPA 
and  who  do  not  have  facilities  for  reconditioning  containers.  Many 
instances  w-.re  cited  of  whore  these  peddlers  had  sold  packages  direct 
to  the  user  at  or  near  dealer  prices,  thus  creating  a  black  market. 

Some  consideration  was  given  to  the  establishment  of  another  classi- 
fication to  bo  known  as  semi-deal  ors.     This  class  might  include  those 
who  are  under  some  expense  to  maintain  a  place  of  business  and  vh  o  do 
not  qualify  under  OPA  regulations  as  dealers.      It  developed  that  very 
few  of  tho  operators  in  tho  Now  York  market  are  registered  with  the- 
Office  of  Price  administration.     The  group  seemed  desirous  of  improving 
thoir  relations  with  the  various  government  agencies  and  recognized  the 
need  for  more  inform;. tion  about  enforcement  of  regulations. 

Prices  generally  arc  satisfactory,  though  the  price  of  the  12  qt. 
climax  basket  did  bring  out  some  criticism.     Claims  were  made  that 
unnecessary  waste  of  empty  containers  is  common  in  the  smaller  retail 
stores  and  store  keepers  are  demanding  above  ceiling  prices  and  in  many 
instances  do  not  take  proper  care  of  the  crates  and  baskets. 

Thoso  present  at  the  mooting  decided  that  becauso  of  the  acute  container 
situation  it  would  be  advisable  to  call  another  meeting  which  will  be- 
held June  27  at  2:00  P.M.,  at  150  Broadway,  New  York  City  room  1001.

Every  cloud  has  its  silver  lining.    Here  we  are  worrying  about  what 
is  going  to  happen  to  the  lowly  orange  box.     No  one  loved  it  and  it 
was  headed  for  the  dump.    Uhen  out  of  the  clear  blue,  came  an  inquiry 
from  Dallas,  Texas  to  locate  10  to  15,000  nailed  Florida  citrus  boxes 
suitable  for  packing  lemons.    Dealers  are  now  following  up  this  lead. 
We  expect  it  is  entirely  possible  that  dealers  sufficiently  foresighted 
to  stock-pile  orange  boxes  during  this  tine  of  relative  low  demand, 
may  be  in  a  somewhat  enviable  position  later.    Also,  they  will  be 
making  a  definite  contribution  to  the  overall  container  salvage  effort. 


Plans  are  continuing  for  the  Used  Container  Dealers 
Meeting  to  be  held  on  June  27.    Members  of  the  industr/ 
are  taking  a  special  interest  in  the  meeting  because 
they  hope  that  out  of  it  may  develop  a  better  under- 
standing between  dealers,  their  responsibility  to 
each  other,  to  the  industry,  and  to  receivers  and 
users  of  containers.

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We  are  rapidly  approaching  that  zero  hour  when  the  demand  for  containers 
to  package  the  expected  big  crops  of  apples,  peaches,  grapes,  tomatoes, 
as  well  as  other  crops  may  far  exceed  any  available  supply.    Gallons  of 
printers  ink  has  been  dissipated  in  efforts  to  bring  about  a  consciousness 
on  the  part  of  producers  of  the  various  problems  they  face  in  securing 
sufficient  containers.    We  believe  some  good  has  been  accomplished,  but 
it  is  evident  that  far  too  many  producers  are  still  obsessed  with  the 
idea,  and  are  smugly  content  with  the  thought,  that  containers  will  be 
available  for  the  packaging  of  their  products  when  the  time  comes. 

Because  of  the  attitude  of  contentment  which  prevails  with  regard  to 
availability  of  containers,  we  are  supplying  here  information  taken  from 
"Fact  Sheet  on  Need  for  Maximum  Use  of  Second-Hand  Containers",  furnished 
by  the  War  Food  Administration.    We  hope  that  it  may  be  effective  in 
influencing  some  producers  to  take  active  steps  to  assure  having  at  least 
sufficient  containers  of  some  type  to  meet  minimum  requirements  of  1944. 

The  Problem: 

Shortages  of  new  wooden  containers  and  inadequate  supplies  of  the  more 
familiar  types  of  used  containers  make  it  necessary  for  a  comprehensive 
program  of  packing  fruits  and  vegetables  in  substitute  second-hand 
packages.     It  is  necessary  that  all  growers  who  will  have  crops  to  market 
this  summer  and  fall  anticipate  their  needs  NOW  and  place  orders  NOW 
for  at  least  their  minimum  requirements.     (Growers  of  winter  crops  should 
also  start  making  plans  for  using  second-hand  containers.) 

The  Why: 

Over-all  prospective  fruit  and  vegetable  production,  far  in  excess  of  1943, 
is  probable.     Peach  and  apple  crops  comparable  with  the  "Good"  crops  of 
1942  are  anticipated  in  the  East  and  Middle  West,    Spring  truck  crops 
were  of  record  production,  and  prospects  for  summer  production  are  about 
20  per  cent  greater  than  in  1943.    At  the  same  time,  the  rate  of  con- 
tainer production  tends  to  diminish.    Since  there  were  barely  enough 
packages  available  to  handle  these  crops  in  1943  -  a  year  of  low  yields  - 
a  serious  shortage  of  containers  in  1944  is  a  foregone  conclusion. 
Growers  should  not  expect  to  find  an  adequate  supply  of  second-hand 
containers  at  a  moment's  notice.    Because  dealers  may  not  have  the 
desired  types  of  containers  on  hand,  growers  should,  therefore,  acquaint 
themselves  with  the  other  types  of  used  containers  that  may  be  substituted 
for  those  usually  used. 

Next  Best  Better     Than  None; 

The  more  alert  groxvers  and  shippers  are  already  buying  good  used  bushel 
baskets  to  meet  their  needs  -  and  the  demand  for  these  packages  is  ex- 
pected to  exceed  available  supplies  throughout  the  season.    Every  good 
basket  -  new  or  old  -  should  be  used  only  for  the  better  grades  of  tree 
fruit  crops,  particularly  peaches  and  apples,  destined  for  distant  markets 
or  for  storage.    For  local  distribution,  sales  on  farmers'  markets,  direct 
to  retail  outlets  and  to  truckers,  substitutes  for  baskets  can  and  should 
be  used. 

To  many,  the  idea  of  using  orange  boxes  for  peaches  and  apples  may  seem 
neither  necessary  nor  desirable  but  the  situation  may  be  reversed  by  July. 
Buildt  with  a  center  head,  these  boxes  are  sturdy  and  substantial.  Filled 
only  to  the  level  of  the  top  or  slightly  below,  they  stack  well  on  trucks 
and  may  be  used  without  covers.    In  certain  areas  they  have  been  used  for 
local  distribution  of  peaches  and  apples  even  in  normal  times.  Moreover, 
they  are,  or  could  be  made  available  in  appreciable  quantities.  Count- 
less hundreds  of  orange  boxes  are  going  to  waste  every  day  because  of  lack 
of  demand.    Any  used  container  dealer  in  any  market  would  be  glad  to 
accumulate  supplies  for  any  grower. 
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The  bushel  hamper,  commonly  used  for  green  beans  and  sweetpotatoes,  has 
never  been  popular  for  peaches  and  apples*    However,  they  may  be  the  only 
answer  some  peach  and  apple  growers  will  find  to  their  container  problem. 
For  local  marketing,  hampers  are  a  distinct  possibility,  and  they,  t  oo, 
are  relatively  plentiful  in  the  used  container  market. 

Concord  grapes  and  climax  baskets  go  together,  at  least  when  the  grapes 
are  to  be  marketed  fresh,  and  when  the  baskets  arc  available.     This  year, 
climax  baskets,  either  4  or  12  quart  size,  will  be  just  as  scarce  as  bushel 
baskets.     Juice  and  table  grapes  -  such  as  Concords  -  could  be  marketed 
in  used  lug  boxes.     It  has  been  done,  and  like  orange  boxes,  lugs  are 
obtainable  in  sizeable  quantities. 

Further  Adaptation  Necessary: 

Because  during  1944  shippers  and  growers  must  use  every  container  they  can 
lay  their  hands  on  -  orange  boxes,  lug  boxes,  crates  and  boxes  of  all  kinds 
and  shapes  baskets,  and  hampers  -  a  study  of  the.  different  types  of  used 
containers  has  brought  forth  the  following  suggested  uses  for  substitute 
containers ♦

A  meeting  of  all  the  Used  Container  Dealers  of 
New  York  City  has  been  called.     This  meeting  is  to 
be  hold  in  room  1001,  150  Broadway,  on  Tuesday, 
June  27,  1944  at  2:00  p.m. 

The  purpose  of  this  meeting  is  to  devise  better 
means  of  salvaging  used  containers  and  to  discuss 
how  the  industry  can  aid  in  providing  an  adequate 
amount  of  good  containers  in  which  this  years  heavy 
crops  of  fruits  and  vegetables  can  be  moved  to 
market. 

It  is     very  necessary  that  you  arrange  to  attend 
this  meeting. 
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In  recent  issues  of  Container  Information  we  have  been  expounding  the 
gospel  of  substitute  containers.    We  have  recently  received  a  copy  of 
a  bulletin  from  Ohio  State  University    identified  as  Bulletin  255, 
entitled  "-Fruit  and  Vegetable  Shipping  Containers  Are  Scarce  -  Re-Use 
Them".    Owing  to  the  scarcity  of  some  desirable  containers  and  the 
plentiful  supply  of  L.A.  crates,  tomato  lugs,  standard  orange  crates, 
wirebound  bruce  citrus  boxes,  and  Texas  vegetable  crates,  the  following 
suggestions  on  substitute  packages  are  selected  from  the  bulletin. 

Apples  and  Other  Fruits 

Citrus  boxes,  both  nailed  and  wirebound.  In  bulk,  sold  by  weight. 
Nailed  types  can  be  refabricated  to  standard  apple  box  dimensions. 
Tonato  an d  grape  lugs,  without  covers.     In  bulk,  sold  by  weight. 

Bunched  Vegetables  (Beets,  Carrots,  Radishes..   Turnips,  etc.) 

L.  A.  Crate,  without  cover.    Holds  3  to  5  dozen  bunches  beets,  carrots 
or  turnips. 

Tomato  Lug,  without  co\rer.    Holds  2  dozen  bunches  radishes. 

Texas  Vegetable  crate,  without  cover.    Holds  2  dozer;  bunches  of  most 

root  crops. 

Cabbage 

L.A.  crate,  without  cover.  Holds  55  to  50  pounds  level  full.    Pack  loose 
or  arranged  3x2x2  for  12  large  heads  or  4  x  2  x  2  for  16  medium  heads. 
California  Orange  box,  without  cover.    Holds  about  45  pounds  level  full, 
8  to  16  heads  depending  on  size. 

lYirebound  Citrus  box  packed  loose.    Holds  about  50  pounds. 

Celery 

Tomato  Lug,  without  cover.    Holds  2  dozen  stalks  or  bun»hos,  laid  flat; 
1  dozen  bunches  washed  dwarf  hearts  of  two  to  four  hearts  per  bunch. 

Corn  (Green) 

L.A.  crate,  without  cover,  with  or  without  paper  bottom  pad.    Holds  8  to 
10  dozen  ears  depending  on  size.     If  paper  is  not  used,  bottom  layer  of 
ears  is  laid  crosswise  of  the  slats  to  prevent  ears  from  dropping  through. 
Some  growers  pack  about  5  dozen  ears  in  this  crate,  with  a  shovelful  of 
shaved  ice  in  the  center  of  the  package. 

Y/e  stern  Apple  box,  without  cover.    Holds  4  dozen  small  to  medium  ears 
placed  in  layers,  butts  and  tips  alternating  cro-sswise  of  box.     Corn  in 
rigid  \vooden  containers  ventilates  better  than  in  bags  or  in  bulk  and 
is  less  disposed  to  heat. 

California  Orange  box,  vdthout  cover.    Holds  4  to  5  dozen  ears. 
YJlrebound  citrus  box.    Holds  4  to  5  dozen  ears. 

Torato  os 

Tomato  Lug,  without  covnr.    Holds  20  to  24  pounds,  loose  with  faced  top 
layer,  or  unfaced.     Standard  shipping  container  for  green  wrapped  tomatoes, 
not  yet  widely  accepted  for,  local  use.    An  excellent  packare  for  many 
uses.     Supply  usually  abundant. 

Topped  Vegetables  (Beets,  Carrots,  Tarsnips,   Turnips,  etc.) 

Tomato  Lug,  without  cover.     Level  full  it  holds  20  to  30  pounds  depending 
on  commodity,  size  and  condition.    Contents,  approximately  tt  bushel, 
may  be  protected  by  paper  laid  on  top,  held  in  place  with  two  to  four 
of  the  roots.

The  meeting  of  the  Used  Container  Dealers  of  the  metropolitan  area  held 
on  June  27,  1944  at  150  Broadway,  New  York  City,  in  cooperation  with 
Office  of  Price  Administration  was  attended  by  a  representative  group 
of  dealers  or  their  representatives.    It  is  believed  that  more  dealers 
were  brought  together  for  group  discussion  of  their  problems  than  on 
any  other  previous  occasion. 

We  believe  the  discussions  indicated  that  although  used  container 
dealers  are  interested  in  doing  a  satisfactory  job,  the  industry  as 
a  whole  is  in  somexvhat  of  a  chaotic  condition.    Regulations  of 
Office  of  Price  Administration  are  not  being  followed  and  the  whole 
situation  has  resulted  in  a  black  market  in  used  containers  developing. 

The  dealers  present,  recognized  shortcomings  of  the  industry,  and 
wore  rather  responsive  to  the  idea  that  industry  housecleaning  is  their 
responsibility.     The  OPA  stressed  the  fact  that  dealers  must  be  licensed 
and  that  if  they  are  not  licensed,  they  do  not  have  the  right  either  to 
sell  at  ceiling  prices,  or  offer  for  sale  at  ceiling  prices.

Dealers  report  a  rapid  and  general  movement  of  used  bushel  and  half- 
bushel  baskets  for  the  coming  peach  and  apple  crops.     Orange  boxes, 
still  available,  are  not  moving  fast,  in  spite  of  expected  lack  of 
enough  containers  of  any  sort  to  handle  the  1944  fruit  and  produce 
crops.     Dealers  with  limited  space  cannot  accumulate  more  unless 
buyers  take  the  packages  now.     Bruce  boxes  seem  to  be  accumulating 
faster  now  that  movement  of  local  greens  has  slowed.     Movement  of 
lug  boxes  is  slow  also.     Paper  bags  are  becoming  scarcer,  Rhode 
Island  fish  shippers  report  that  an  arrangement  with  fish  receivers 
provides  them  the  needed  used  shook  for  their  1944  pack. 

Sources  of  used  containers  recently  reported  available  are  listed 
bolcw.     The  total  number  of  c?rs  of  any  kind  of  package  available 
in  any  one  market  area.,   however,   does  not  necessarily  add  up  to  the

1'ovement  of  bushel  and  half-bushel  baskets  for  the  peach  crop  is  rapid, 
and  the   supply  does  not  s"oem  to  keep  up  with  demand.    Whether  substitute 
packages  will  come  into  use  in  any  volume  for  local  handling  remains 
to  be  seen.     Some  tomato  lugs  h&vo  been  moving  for  export,  and  also 
to  southern  states.     Dealers  report  nailed  orange  crates,  well  adapted 
for  apples  as  is,  or  for  conversion  into  standard  apple  boxes,  are 
still  slow  to  move. 

The  standard  California  orange  box  can  be  easily  converted  into  an 
apple  box  of  standard    inside  dimensions  of  llg-  x  lljf  x  18  inches. 
The  slats  are  sawed  to  19j%  inches  long,  the  labeled  end  piece  is 
removed,  and  the  partition  is  used  as  the  new  end  pioco.     The  paneled- 
end  Florida  citrus  crate  can  be  shortened  to  17  inches,  and  the  ond 
pioco  re-nailed  to  make  a  bushel  crate  12  x  12  x  15  inches.

Last  quarter  of  the  year.    Container  board  is  extremely  short  in  supply,  so  that 
10  egg  cases  will  be  manufactured  unless  ordered,  the  announcement  says.  The 
shortage  of  materials  for  new  egg  cases  will  continue. 

Producers  and  other  egg  handlers  can  help  to  offset  this  shortage  of  materials  and 
perhaps  reduce  the  need  for  new  egg  cases  by  rapidly  absorbing  the    used  egg  cases 
ihat  move  out  of  cold  storage.    Government  and  private  cold  storage  stocks  of  eggs 
cached  a  peak  of  about  10  million  cases  this  summer.    If  these  containers  move 
jack  into  farm  or  shipper  storage  as  soon  as  they  are  emptied  and  reconditioned, 
1  large  share  of  the  needed  containers  for  the  year  can  be  assured.     Trade  of- 
ferings of  the  used  egg  cases  are  beginning  to  increase,  as  storage  eggs  move  to 
xrket  or  to  drying  plants.

Deduction  of 
10  cents  per  hundredweight  is  continued  with  respect  to  deliveries  in  all 
other  used  bags.    The  original  program  provides  a  10  cent  deduction  for-  •- 
deliveries  in  all  used  bags,  regardless  of  condition.  "

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The  recent  call  by  WFA  asking  the  egg  trade  to  order  its 
prospective  needs  for  new  fibre  egg  cases  well  ahead  of  time  points 
to  the  need  for  salvage  of  all  used  fibre  and  wooden  egg  cases  that 
can  be  renovated.    Wooden  cases  from  cold  storage  are  most  plenti- 
ful now  as  eggs  begin  to  move  out,  and  moreover,  are  the  main  supply 
of  wooden  cases  for  the  next  year,  as  few  new  ones  will  be  made 'for 
civi  lian  trade. 

Reports  from  several  dealers  in  New  York  and  Rhode  Island  show 
that  their  present  customers  are  taking  all  the  used  egg  cases  they 
can  accumulate. 

Bushel  baskets  seim  to  be  running  second  to  apple  boxes  on 
the  used  container  list  for  the  fall  apple  crop.  Little  movement 
has  yet  been  reported  in  orange  crates. 
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Sources  of  used  containers  recently  reported  available  are 
listed  below.     The  total  number  of  any  kind  of  package  available 
in  a  market  does  not  necessarily  equal  to  total  of  amounts  listed 
by  dealers.

As  a  number  of  dealers  in  used  containers  in  the  various  states  of 
the  northeast  handle  both  egg  cases  and  fruit  and  vegetable  contain- 
ers, we  include  both  groups  of  dealers  under  each  state  heading. 
For  New  York,  which  has  the  largest  group  of  dealers  listing  egg 
cases,  the  dealers  in  egg  cases  are  listed  first. 

Buying  of  used  bushel  baskets  continues  heavy,  as  apple  growers 
stock  up  on  baskets  as  substitutes  for  apple  boxes.     The  demand  is 
quite  sure  to  be  greater  than  the  supply,  however,   so  that  any 
loci  source  of  accumulated  used  baskets,   or  boxes  may  be  well 
worth  fostering.     One  of  the  possibilities  is  to  have  local 
salvage  programs  for  waste  paper  and  other  commodities,  arranged 
largely  through  WPB  with  local  committees,  include  the  salvage 
of  peach  and  apple  baskets  that  consumers  empty  at  home  in  their 
canning  programs,

Demand  for  both  wirebound  and  nailed  poultry  boxes  for  cold  storage 
is  up,  with  the  new  regulations  of  ,y"ar  Food  Order  111,  effective 
September  2,  which  requires  all  poultry  for  cold  storage  to  be  packed 
in  boxes  instead  of  barrels  or  baskets.  'Enforcement  of  the  new 
regulation  was  delayed  till  Tuesday,  September  12,  to  allow  time  for 
packers  to  get  boxes,  to  take  care  of  poultry  in  transit  to  storage. 

Aim 'of  this  move  is  to  save  about  50  percent  on  storage  space,  as  the 
rectangular  boxes  fit  closer  than  baskets  or  barrels;     Box  manufacturers 
have  boon  alloted  lumber  for  making  nailed  poultry  boxes,  but  the  wire- 
bound  boxes  are  apt  to  continue  scarce.    A  few  are . lis  ted  in+t^day's  :
